BERLIN’, Dec. 20.—Political p ar­ 
ty lines throughout Germany stood 
tightly drawn today for the ‘ battle 
of the ballots" on Sunday when 
the German voters will troop to the 
polls to vote on the referendum 
to decide whether Germany shall 
accept and obey the ‘‘Young plan” 
for reparation payments. 
With their ranks badly battered 
by the recent revolt of th e nation­ 
alists secessionists and with their 
party coffers sorely depleted, but 
encouraged by the utter confusion 
reigning among their enemies, and 
by the financial debacle of the 
Mueller government, the comgined 
Nationalist-Fascist! forces, led by 
Dr. Alfred Hugenberg, are asking 
the German voters to vote for the 
“ law against the enslavement of 
the German people." 
The battle issue embodied in the 
hill for a national referendum elec­ 
tion is nominally directed against 
Young plan. which threatens 
imprison as traitors all govern­ 
ment ministers adopting this or 
any other reparations plan based 
upon the "lie" that Germany start­ 
ed the World war. 
The real issue, however, which 
is being brought ever more to the 
forepoint in the campaign for the 
referendum, is to oust the social­ 
ist Mueller government from pow­ 
er. and to pave tile way for a re­ 
organization of Germany along fas­ 
cist! anti parliamentary lines.
